of conforming to the Magnetical Meridian, without the help of a 
Load-Stone, or any thing elfe, that hath received vertue there- 
from; 

So far this Anjberer 3 whom as we cannot but much commend 
for his diligence in fearching, and franknefs of communicating * 7 
fo we give thefe particulars 10 the publick, that further Try a Is- 
may be made by others, for more difcovery 5 hoping withall, 
that the fame Inquifitive perfbn , that hath made thefe returns, 
will not fcruple to add to them the wayes, he ufes Tor infufing 
that Magnetical vertue into Steel and Needles, without the help 
of a Load-Sonc, fpoken of in the end' of this his Anfaer. 

Extraft cf a Letter, Written from Paris, containing an Ac- 
count of fome Effefts of the Transfufion of Bloud; and 
of two Monfirous Births, &c. 

I was prefent, when M Gayant fhevv'd the Transfufion of the 
Bloud, putting that of a Young Dog into the Veins of an Old, 
who) two hours after, did leap and frisk 3 whereaahewasalmoft 
blind, with age, and could hardly, ftirr before. 

In theHoufe of M. Bonrdelotswzs (hew'd a Monfter in form of 
an Ape, having all over its fhoulders, almoft to his middle, a 
mate of flefti, that came from the hinder part of its head, and 
hung down in form of a little Gloak. The report is, that the 
Woman that brought it forth, had feen on aStagean Ape fo 
cloathed: The moft remarkable thing was, that thefaidmafs 
of flefh was divided in four parts, correfpondent to the Goat, 
the Ape did carry.. The Woman, upon inquiry, was found to 
have gone five months with Child, before (he had mefrwith the 
accident of that unhappy fight.. Many queftions were on this 
occafiop agitated :w*;, about the Power of Imagination^ and 
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whether this Creature was endowed with a humane Soul 5 and 
if not, what became of the Soul of the Embryo, that was five 
riionths old. 

A little after^ another Monfter was produced, which was an 
Infant come to maturity, having inftead of a Head and Brains, 
a Mais of flelh like any Liver 5 and was found to move. And 
this F<etus occafioned a Queftion for the Cartefums , how the 
motion could be performed, and yet the GlanduU pinealis, or 
CondYtum be wanting j nor any Nerves vifible, which come from 
the Brain ? The marrow in the Spne was of the fame fubflance. 
It liv'd four days, and then dyed; It wasanotomized by lit 
Emwercz, in prefence of the Ailembly.

24. laft, 
a Monftrous£/*c4^a m *Lamb fallen with one Head, but two di- 
fim£t Bodies, with eight Legs; which Bodies were joyned in 
the Neck : It had two Eyes, and as many Ears, in the ufual pla- 
ces 3 and one extraordinary Eye in the Niddock,with one fingle 
Ear, about an inch diftant from the Eye backwards; Its Dame, 
which was White, ufual ly brought forth two Lambs every year 5 
as (he did this year alfoa/^j&//eone. > which with the Ewe remains 
alive. But whether this Monfter was produe'd dead or alive, is 
not known, it being found dead by the hedge, and loon after 
put into the Earth. There were ten white Ews accompanied 
with three White Rams. 

2. . One John Cauce^ Servant to Mr, WillUm Knighton of Lock: 
ridge , likewife in Beer Ferris , had among his Sheep, on the 
leventeenth ofFebr* lafh, a White Lamb fain on a Common in the 
faid 'Parilh , with two diftinft heads and Necks , Joyned at the 
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
